While she was waiting for her NHS approval, 
she went back to college again and further 
trained in beauty therapy, massage and reflexol¬ 
ogy and began doing pilates and massage for 
babies.

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Man left in coma after assault 


A MAN has been left in a coma following 
a serious assault in Crewkerne last week¬ 
end. 

At about 1.45am on Sunday, September 
22nd, a man was seriously assaulted in the 
car park off Abbey Street. The victim, a 
man in his 30s, was left unconscious with 
a fractured skull. He was taken to Frenchay 
Hospital where he remains in a critical con¬ 
dition and with serious injuries. 

An investigation into the assault has been 
opened and four men have been arrested on 
suspicion of causing grievous bodily harm

with intent. They are currently in custody. 

The offenders are thought to have left the 
scene in a Ford Focus car and a vehicle 
matching this description has already been 
seized as part of the investigation. How¬ 
ever, police are continuing to appeal for 
anyone who saw the assault or people and 
a car in suspicious circumstances at that 
time, or anyone who has any information 
to contact them. 

Speaking about the incident, Detective 


Inspector Lee Jones said: “The victim had 
been out with friends for the evening when 
he was assaulted and left on the floor with 
very serious injuries. 

“Attacks of this severity are unusual in 
Crewkerne and we are working hard to in¬ 
vestigate the assault. I am appealing to any¬ 
one who has information about the incident 
to contact us and tell us what they know.”

Snagging at sports centre 


CREWKERNE Town Council has agreed to 
fund another snag at the George 
Reynolds Sport Centre. 

The stud walls below both bars are in 
danger of suffering damage from drips as 
they are only painted with emulsion. The 
company running the centre, Crewkerne 
Youth and Sports Activities Ltd., requested 
a wipeable covering for the walls. 

After some discussion, the council 
agreed to fund the material up to a cost of 
£1,000. Town clerk Jeanne Warner said 
she had double-checked the original 
specifications for the build and the use of 


emulsion had been agreed. 

Councillor Neil Sturtivant pointed out 
that it was usual to have a breathable 
paint for the first year of a new build to 
allow for moisture evaporation from the 
walls. 

Councillor Mike Best asked if this was 
the last expense they would face for the 
snagging problems at the centre but Mrs 
Warner said there was still an issue with 
two walls and some paving, for which 
they were getting quotes with the help of 
South Somerset District Council and that 
the cost would be "a substantial sum". 


Drivers ignoring road closure

Groups join forces to keep community safe 


FALKLAND Square in Crewkerne was the 
scene of another successful community 
safety event on Friday, September 13th, 
which saw representatives from commu¬ 
nity groups and local authorities all with 
the same aim - to keep people safe. 

There were more stands than ever this 
year with current crime issues, help for 
the elderly and young people's safety all 
covered by experts ready to talk to 
passers-by. Action For Children, The 
Knightstone Trust, Age UK, Devon and 
Somerset Fire and Rescue Service, and 
Somerset Road Safety were among 
those present. 

Devon and Somerset Trading Stan¬ 
dards were advising householders on 
doorstep scams and giving out stickers 
to put on their windows to deter cold 
callers. 

Local PCSOs were advising on visibility 
for the coming darker nights, in particu¬ 
lar horse riders and cyclists. PCSO Caro¬ 
line Matthews said she was constantly 
addressing cyclists who did not have a 
decent rear light. 

Alongside them for the first time were 
representatives from the new office of 
Somerset's new Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, who were there to answer 
questions and were gauging public 
opinion on the police portion of the 
council tax and whether they were pre¬ 
pared to up the precept to keep their 
"Bobbies on the Beat". 

Joey Daniels and his group of Warriors 
in Christ were there to show people the 
new workshed they had, thanks to dona¬ 
tions from county councillors' health and 
well being budgets. The group of reha¬ 
bilitating addicts do maintenance work

for the community and the Crewkerne 
Community Church, which in return has 
allowed them to use its charity number 
to gain more funds. 

They are anxious to get across to the 
community that, despite their name and 
support of the church, they are not out 
to preach when they do things for peo¬ 
ple and just want to give back to others 
and have a purpose. 

Now their members are learning car¬ 
pentry skills, making bird tables and rab¬ 
bit hutches and would welcome any 
scrap wood. For more information call

Garador 
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Teen leukaemia sufferer in three-day cycle 


A TEENAGER sufferng with leukaemia, to¬ 
gether family and friends, cycled tri¬ 
umphantly into the car park of the White 
Horse in Haselbury Plucknett after a three- 
day gruelling fundraiser for CLIC Sargent. 

In October 2012 Max Mitchell was happily 
playing for Ivel Barbarians RFC Under 13s 
but, by the end of that month, he was diag¬ 
nosed with leukaemia. By November 2012 he 
was having chemotherapy drugs injected di¬ 
rectly into his heart and was starting a battle 
with the disease, which would continue for at 
least three years. 

Earlier this year Archie Mitchell, Max’s 
elder brother, decided to do something to sup¬ 
port Max in his fight with the disease, so he 
came up with the idea of cycling from Land’s 
End to the “centre of the universe”, the White 
Horse pub in Haselbury Plucknett in aid of 
CLIC Sargent, the charity that has supported 
his family so well over the past 10 months. 

Archie, Simon and Max (subject to health), 
along with some 17 friends, cycled 220 miles 
in three days, including a gruelling day over 
Dartmoor. They set off on Friday, September 
13h which did prove unlucky for the team 
who battled driving rain, and finishing on 
Sunday 15th arriving just before 3pm at the 
White Horse. 

Archie and Simon had trained for six 
months to do the event and had never cycled 
long distances before. 

Rugby coach Martin Jakes who helped co¬ 
ordinate the ride, was quite emotional at the 
finish, as he was so impressed by the effort 
put in by the youngsters in particular. 

He said: “The party set off in the fog of 
Cornwall at 9am on Friday, September 13th 
and, amazingly, Max, despite being weak 
from ongoing treatment, completed most of

the first 30 miles to Portreath where the fog 
cleared but only to make way for the rain, 
which was to continue for the rest of the day. 

“At the 45 mile mark we lost our second 
rider, this time in an accident due to the 
weather conditions. Graham Beggin lost con¬ 
trol, landed heavily and was unable to con¬ 
tinue. 

“The group carried on along the A39 to 
Newquay, Wadebridge and then to Camelford 
in torrential rain. Due to the terrain and 
weather, the last 35 miles took four hours to 
complete. It was an amazing effort by all but 
particularly by the children we had in the 
group. 

“Unfortunately, that evening, we had more 
bad news as Max became unwell and had to 
be taken to Exeter Hospital for treatment. 

“After a good night’s rest in Ta Mills 
Lodges, near Camelford, we set off again to 
conquer Dartmoor and, thankfully, we had an 
uneventful day, lots of punctures aside, the 
weather was kinder and the riding was hard 
but enjoyable. 

“All riders that day arrived at Collumpton 
Rugby Club intact and were greeted by Max 
who had been released from hospital that 
evening. Most of the group were well rested 
that night but, unfortunately, Archie Mitchell 
caught a stomach bug and was sick all night. 
Yet another sleepless night for his dad, Simon. 

“The third day was a short 60-mile ride on 
Sunday morning. We set off early and Max 
was again, cycling with the group, unbeliev¬ 
able. The ride was mercifully uneventful, 
apart from the odd idiot driver, and we rode 
into Ivel RFC initially and then Haselbury 
Plucknett, led by Max and Archie.” 


Fundraising has 
surpassed all expec¬ 
tation. 

Mr Jakes com¬ 
mented: “I was hop¬ 
ing for £2,000 from 
the ride but it has 
topped £5,000 plus 
another £5,000 
Archie had already 
raised, making an 
incredible £10,000 
for the charity. 

“However, and 
perhaps more im¬ 
portantly, this event, 
whilst challenging, 

arduous and at times dangerous, now provides 
happy memories for a 14 year old boy, his 
parents and his very unwell younger brother.” 

The landlords of the White Horse, Richard 
and Rebecca Robinson, were offering chicken 
curry in exchange for a donation on the day 
of the teams’ return, so the final figure was 
not confirmed. 

The team would like to say a huge thank you 
to everyone who helped and supported their 
endeavor, in particular Rock and Road for 
supplying energy drinks and Mortimers for 
the bread rolls.

Traditional printmaker exhibits 
again for Somerset Artworks 


AMIDST a digital age when everyone seems to pos¬ 
sess some kind of printer in their home or office, it 
has been left to the printmaking artists to keep alive 
the old ways of printing. 

It is frustrating to them that some people see the 
word “print” and think only of commercial reproduc¬ 
tion and laser copies, which is a million miles away 
from the true printmaking process, which involves 
many hours of precision work. 

One of these traditional printers is Jane Mackey, 
from Haselbury Plucknett, who was winner of the 
Somerset Branston Art Award 2012 at the Ilminster 
Arts Centre exhibition, and was a Bath and West 
Show prize winner 2013. 

Jane paints in oils but her first love is the printmak¬ 
ing process and she works with wood and lino cuts, 
and etchings to create her images in reverse, which 
are then inked up by hand and placed face down on 
the paper to be run through her Albion printing press, 
circa 1890, the etching press or wooden screens. 

It is a very physicla process from start to finish. 
The press is even operated by hand, with pressure 
brought to bear by way of a large handle. 

For anyone who has never seen real printing in ac¬ 
tion, it is a fascinating and skillfull process with 
some works built up in many layers, needing to pass 
through the press several times. Each time involves 
careful alignment of the original plate to ensure the 
next colour or image is precisely where it needs to 
be to create the finished piece. 

Most of Jane’s prints have about 15 different 
colours applied and the plates or screens are hand 
worked between each application. 

She said: “I constantly strive to reflect in my work 
the spirituality of what I see and experience: big 
skies and the wonderful ever-changing colours and 
seasons.” 

Voted Somerset Art Works (SAW) best venue in 
2012, Jane is once more opening her studio and 
gallery to visitors during Somerset Arts Weeks which 
started on Saturday, September 21st and runs until 
Sunday, October 6th. 

On alternate years, SAW requires artists to group 
together to exhibit. This year she is joined by three 
other artists from Haselbury Plucknett; they are Rod 



Dyson, painter, working with plaster and aery he; Sue 
Dyson, photographer; and Tony Smith, landscape 
weaver, using handspun wool and vegetable dyes. 

The buildings are also of historic interest, thatched 
and dating back to 17th century. King George III 
often visited the house on his way to Weymouth as 
he was a friend of the farmer who owned it. It was 
also home to the renowned diarist, Elizabeth Ham, 
from the 1780s and there is a copy of her diary which 
was used as a social history book after WWII for his¬ 
tory students. 

The exhibition is at the studio, venue 69, Cranford, 
North Street, Haselbury Plucknett TA18 7RJ, open 
every day from 1 lam to 6pm and they also run a tea 
room.

If any¬ 
one may be allowed to claim that they not only play 
swing but actually live and breathe it, then it must be 
this eleven-piece band, whose current bandleader is 
the velvet-throated master crooner Duncan Galloway. 

With its inimitable and powerful-yet-delicate stage 
and recorded presence, the PRO is much more than just 
a mere orchestra.The PRO stands as a unique statement 
against the increasing trivialisation of entertainment. It 
represents the high culture of lightness, a culture which 
it is not easy to ignore. "This is why we don't worry 
about new blood", concludes bandleader Duncan Gal¬ 
loway calmly, "We see it happening again and again at 
our concerts, young people come along with their par¬ 
ents and leave with a new favourite music genre. The 
next time we see them they are back in the audience 
with their friends, the light of pride shining in their eyes 
because they're the ones who discovered us".

Austin made his name atTatnam bang¬ 
ing in goals for fun at the rate of more 
than one a game for Poole Town, and he 
proved he had the knack at both Swindon 
Town and Burnley, but I don't remember 
him using alterior methods to help him 
achieve it. 

He obviously is a valuable asset, al¬ 
though he did not show it against the 
Glovers where his shooting was woefully 
off target. 

However, one thing he has learned it ap¬ 
pears is how to draw fouls; something it 
would seem Yeovil are finding hard to de¬ 


tect at Championship level. 

I have already moaned about Birming¬ 
ham City's aggressive strong arm tactics 
and while QPR could not be tarred with 
the same brush, it does appear, as Gary 
Johnson pointed out in his after match in¬ 
terview, that almost all 50/50 incidents go 
the way of the opposition. 

The penalty that decided the game is a 
good example. 

Once again the Glovers had shown that 
they are more than a match for any side in 
the league. 

Unbeaten with six wins from seven, Pre¬ 
miership relegated Ranger's came to 
Huish Park with a star studded squad of 
players including Joey Barton, who it is es¬ 
timated earns more that the whole Yeovil 
squad and management put together, 
one can only think that they only had to 
turn up to win. 

Not so. And any independent observer 
would have thought it was the team in 
green that were the higher side. 

Were it not for former England interna¬ 
tional goalkeeper Robert Green, the 
Glovers would have won. 

He made five superb saves, all of them 


goalbound which kept QPR in the game, 
while Wayne Hennessey did not have one 
save to make; such was Yeovil's superiority 
in front of goal. 

As with the Reading and Birmingham 
games Glovers' fans anticipated earning 
at least a point for their endeavours when 
tragedy struck again. 

Against the Blues it was an unfortunate 
rebound off Byron Webster's head, while 
Trevor Kettle, as usual, spoiled the party 
with a characteristic blunder in awarding 
Reading a late penalty. 

This time it wasn't entirely referee Gavin 
Ward's fault in awarding the spot-kick 
when Dan Seabourne fouled Austin. 

From where he was he saw the Yeovil 
defender tug Austin's shirt as they turned 
just inside the penalty area. 

What he didn't probably see was the 
striker's arm across Seabourne to hold him 
off at the initial point of contact on the 
edge of the box. 

The television replay clearly shows this, 
and the assistant on that side of the pitch 
would have had a clear view of the of¬ 
fence, and should have signalled so. 

Unfortunately Seabourne reacted to 


finding himself on the wrong side of 
Austin after being turned, by tugging his 
shirt to gain parity. 

Austin gleefully tucked the spot kick 
away knowing that he had won the op¬ 
portunity through illegal tactics, and it is 
this kind of situation Yeovil need to learn 
to cope with. 

Earlier the striker had tried to con the 
referee when confronted by Luke Ayling 
who blocked his way. Austin clearly threw 
himself at Ayling from a yard away, crash¬ 
ing into the defender and claiming ob¬ 
struction. 

Fortunately the referee saw it for what it 
was although, having done so, he should 
have booked him for simulation. 

The 7,003 Yeovil supporters in a huge 
crowd of 9,108 must have gone away 
happy at their team's performance and 
optimistic if this is the best in the league 
then bring them on!
